The Democracy turned out in full force, with
banners and transparencies, which would have
been much more significant if they had em-
braced the standards nnder which the DBalti-
more rebels marched and fought when they
were serving as Confederate soldisrs.

The Pregident of the meeting, in his open-
ing remarks, eulogized the New York Con-
vention, because, as he alleged, it “presented

# most interesting and inspiring spectacle in |

the fraternal reunion of gallant soldiers of the
North and Sonth, representative survivora of
those embattled hosts whose stubborn valor
npon & thousand fields prolonged a civil con-
test through the vicissitudes of four long and
bloody years.”” He was undoubtedly correot
in assuming that the Rebel soldiers were re-
markably well represented io that assem.
blage; but few soldisrs of the Union army acted
as bona fide delegates at Tammany Hall. Wade
Hampton sud Forrest were welcomed
rather by the Northern sympathizers,
who, throughout the ~ontest had hoped for
their suovess, than by the warriors who
had ensured the trinmph of the Union
canse. It
Hoathern orators are taking to disseminate
the fiction, that they have captured, in a civil
contest, the armies that defssted them in &

martial conflict; and we are iuclined to sus-

pect that one of the objucts of this bold mis-
repregentation is to pave the way for a fature
outbreak, by persuading the igoorant white
voters of the South that the antagonists, whom
they know by experience to beinvincible, may
become their allivs in & new rebellion.
ever be the objeot, the falsity of the assertion
is evident, and it is amazing that even despe-
rate politicians have the hardibood to repeat
it.

The gecond speaker was lon. C. A. Eld-
ridge, the Democratic Congressman from
Wikconsin, whose name fignres frequently in
the reports of colloguial debates in the Honse
of Representatives. MHe delivered a spesch
which reproduced the leading ideas of the
famous and favorite Democratic editor of
Wisconein, Brick Pomeroy. If the prevailing
pentiments of the Democraoy of the North-
west are to be judged by the ntterances of
their representative men, we must look there,
rather than to the South, hereafter, for the most
rampsant and ridioutous exhibitions of rebel-
lious radicalism. A specimen of the reasou-
ing of the Wisconsin Congressman is given
in the followirg sentence, as we fad it in the
Baltimore (fuselte:—

The advocates of prohibition in Massacha
petis will be moch surprised to learn that the
object of their labors was to evade & tax
rather than to prowote what they believed to
be a moral reform, and among all the reasons
yet given for preferring the Congressionsl
plan of reconstruction to the policy of the
President,—we have seen nothing yet eqnal
to the allegation that the munufacturing inte-
rests of the North wonld be injured by the
Iatter and benefitted by the former.

Another speaker was Governor 3wann, who
began by asserting that the meeting he had
addressed in Philadelphis, immediately after
the adjournmsent of the Tawmany Hall Con-
vention, was one of the largest that hal ever
been assembled in this city on a similar occa
gion, and who discnssed at length varions
igsues, taking care to deny in the moat em-
phatioc terms that the Dewmooratio party favored
any form of repudistion. Oan that topic, El-
dridge who probably shared the views of his
oo-laborer Pomerey preserved & signifioant
silence.

Baltimore a5 acommeroial and manufacturing
ity whose prosperity was greatly promoted
by the measures which preveunted the success
of the schewes devised by her Demooratis
politicians to nnite her fortanes formally with
the liebellion, evidently coutains too mauny
citizens intereated in the preservation of the
public credit to render it expsdient to advo-
cate in her precincts the repudiation dogmas
which the Democracy love to dwell upon at
poivts further Sonth, and in the West.

The next speaker was a flowery orator named
William Pinkoey Whyte, whose effort was
noted for a remarkabls attempt to prove that
all the friends of all the aspirants for the
Demooratic nowmination were under special
obligations to support Horatio Bsymour, Ha
contended that the friends of Johuson should
pupport bim beonuse Peymour bad eulogiasd

the President’s services to the Demooratio
party; that the frienda of Hendricks shonld
support SBeymour bacause the New York dele-
gatea had voled for the Indiana candi-
date; that the frlends of Chase should
support Heymour  because he had
siucerely favored the nomination of the Chie
Justios, and that the friends of Pendleton
ghould support Saymour because their leader
had suggested Seymour’s nomination. This rea-
#oning is at least ingenions, bat in view of
the accumulating testimony that the New
York wire-pullers in turn deceived all the
cavdidates, it would be more logical to con-
olude that Scymonr has no special claim upon
the friends of any of his rivals. Another fea-
ture of the speech of Mr. Whyte was the prida
he expressed in having been always & Demo-
orat, and the reproaches he hurled upon those
who had antagonized Demooratic candidates
from the days of Jefferson down to those of
Andrew Johnson.

The foroe of this standard appeal of the trua
blue orators of the party was sadly weakensd
by the fact that the report of his remarks is
followed by lettera received from such promi.
pent representatives of the old Whig party as
William B. Reed, of this city, and Alexander
H. H. Stuart, of Virginia; the latter claiming

that ‘‘the prinviples of the New York Conven-
tion are in faot Whig principles, and all Whigs,
who value consistency and oconstitutional
liberty, should rally with euthusiasm to the
gnpport of the platiorm and nominees of the
New York Convention.”

Calmness Amid the Coming Storm.
Wx are now on the eve of & national politi-
cal campaign, one which threatens to rival in
bitterness of feeling and party asperity any
which has ever before visited our country.
Judging from the evidenoes at hand, we see
good reason for anticipating the wildest ex-
citement, The issues involved are of a kind
to excite the worat passions. On them the
parties are diametrically divided. There is
no neutral ground between them. There is
no common platform on which they can stand.
Two great questions are to be settled. The
one involves the decision of the finances of
the pation. In it every man, woman, and
ohild is directly interested. The proposition
of one party is to rob the other of a portion
of ita wealth, It is to throw npational honor

obligations—not whether we Lave right on
our side, Thiz issme alone would be safi-
cient to cause unnparaleled bitterness. The
moment & man’s pocket is aflected, we reach
his temper, and we therefore predict an
aeperity fortunately as rare as it will be bitter.
The East and West stand opposed on this
gquestion, aud each section is again sub-divided.
Every city bas the adherents of both repudia-
tion and redemption. It will therefore take
but a littla spark to provoke collision and
lead to bloodshed.

If the division of sentiment between the
LEast and West is of a character to threaten
difficnlty, what is the nature of the issues in
the Bouth T The test question in which the
people, black and white, in the reconstructed
States are called npon to settle is whether one
race has any political rights which the other is
to treat with respect. Shall the blacks of the
South be citizens or serfs? Shall they have
the ballot and freedom, or ghall they be de-
prived of these dearly-bought rights, and
made helplese in the presence of their ene-
mies ! The Democratic party proposge to de-
prive the colored men of their right of suffrage.
To deprive them of suffrage is to remove [rom
them the great safegnard—the only safeguard
of their liberties. They do not feel a specula-
tive interest in the issue. They do not feel a
kind of semi-curiosity as to what is the re-
gult. It isa direct personal matter with each
one of them. Whether Grant and Culfax, or
Seymour and Blair are elected, means to them
something of the despest and moat overwhelm-
ipg interest, Can they bs expected to look
calmly on, and not be in a state almost com-
bustible! It will need but a little provocation
—a slight additional taunt to lead from
words to blows—irom the political meeting to
the pergonal encounter.

What, then, is the unfortunate prospeoct of
our nation, & prospect franght with danger,
and which may lead to disastrous results in
the course of a few months? What, then, {8
the duty of all good citizens of both parties?
Wae counsel all to avoid adding to the lame by
apy exhibition of personal malevolence or by
incendiary epeech or writing endangering that
quiet which is founded on but the frail foun-
dation of mutusl concession. We have shown
that the issues are of a character to lead to
malice. The smallest conilicts may, in the
condition of publie feeling, lead to disastrous
resnlts. Let us then hope that, in the discns-
sion of the issues involved, there will be
brought to bear a spirit of temperate investi-
gation, which will savor of the trus magnitude
of the qnestions to be settlad. It is a great
people meeting together at a great eleotion, to
decide on its nationsl polioy. The design is
to eeoure & true exposition of the wishes of
the majority, Whatever that majority may
thivk, it iz the objsct of the election to de-
velops. Why then shonld taunts and threats

Why not have calm argnment and settled
action !

When we say calu argument, we mean only
in a comparative sense. A popular argument
is oalm which does not cause ili-feeling, whioh
does pot tend towards tumult, Let the gpeakera
on both sides remember the stats of the popu-
lar feeling, and leave to the demagogune the
thankless task of ranting. It will be by deli-
beration that votes will be won, not by bom-
bestic gesticulation, far less by incipient

Will Andrew Johmson Attempt a Coup
d’Ewnt?

Sown apprehensions are shown by many of our
contemporaries at the probable attempt by
Andrew Johnson st what might be termed a
coup d'etat, that is to say, that now Congress
has sdjonrned, having the power in his own
bands, he may attempt to oarry out what
might be designated as the Blair poliey. They
saw a little foreshadowing of this, as they
supposed, in his veto message of the other day
fn which he declared that the only lagitimate |
State governments in the South are those
which be established; he further declaved tha
the only legitimate anthority under which the
election for President and Vice-President ocan
be held in the Southern States must be de-

rived from the governments instituted befors
the 4th of March, 1507; he also eaid that
all the State governments organized under the
aots of Congress for that purpose, and
under military control are illegitimate and of
no validity whatever, and in that view the
votes cast in those Btatea for President and
Vice-President, in pursnanoce of the aots passed

v

gince the 27th of March, 1867, and in obedience
to the so-called Reconstruction acta of Con-
gresg, cannot be legally received and counted,
while the only votes in those States that oan
be legally cast and counted will be those cast
in pursnance of the laws in force in the seve.
ral Btates prior to the legizlation of Congress
upon the subject of reconstruction.

This is the President’s opinion, He has at
varions times had opinions, and he has at
various other times dispensed with them, and
adopted others, The big talk of Frank Blair
and Wade Hampton will amount to but big
talk after all; for putting together their
opinions with Andrew Johnson’s, the carrying
out of & coup d'etat-like policy is a very
different matter in this conntry from
what it bas been in France. An 18th Bru-
maire is not to be thonght of. What then?
a copy of Louis Napoleon’st Only to think—
General Blair the 8t. Arnaud, Mr. Beward the
De Morny; who will be the General Magnan ?
There are, to be sure, a few trifles to be taken
into consideration. The commauder of our
army and the Beoretary of War are both too
good Republicans, as we all know, to be used
aa tools on such an ocoasion to arrest our
Representatives before daylight, as the mem-
bers of the French Legislative Asgembly were
arrested. Whatever he may be able to do, he |
will not attempt to inangurate such a bloody
polioy as some of our friends may think. No,
there need be no fear of & coup d clat. Aund
there is, in truth, something almest ludicrous
in the very thought. Oar Generals Cavignac,
Randon, and Chapgarniers, our Representa-
tives Thiers, and Odillon Darrets may also
quietly repose in their beds. It would take a
different man from Andrew Johnson, and a
different conntry from the United States to try
& fancy experiment of this kind.
